It wUl 
be some days before the full extent of the 
damale wroufxhti will bo known, bnt it is 
feared here timt the grand total will palo 
into InMigniflcance the ili^imber of deaths 
rennrfcod from the storm whicli recently 
c ^ "Stated the Atlantii* coast. 


A lone and ragKod iisherman who had 
been a member of the Ashing colony of 
Bayou Cook, where all the oysters boaring 
that name are lished, reports that of the 
800 people who composed the colony but 
thirty had succeeded in escaping tho fury 
of the elements. 
Tho water rose with 
st*rtling rapiility, and before the unfortu- 
nates, who had no possible means of es- 
cape, bad time to grasp some floating ob- 
ject they were overwhelmed with the 
awful flood and found their fate in watery 
graves. He had clung to a tree throughout 
the night. He described the visitation as 
In the nature of a tidal wave, which swept 
evMl^ing before it. 


^ r ^ boat trip of the marshes made by 
a reporter reveals a talo of desolation and 
death that will almost equal those sent out 
a month ago from Savannah and the sea 
islands. 
Ac every point touched houses 
were completely gone, while tho upper 
eastern shore was swept as If by a cyclone. 
From Blakely as far southeast as reports 
could be bad the natives report only death 
and destruction. 
For miles inland the 
trees are laid low, and much loss of life is 
reported all along the shore. 
Whole fam- 
ilies have boon swept away, and tho actual 
loss of life will probably never be known. 


Point a l a Hache, forty-five miles below 
the city,on Grand Island,suiTored the most 
from tho fury of the elements. 
Whon the 
tornado struck the little settlement on the 
river it had attained a velocity of nearly 
100 miles an hour. 
Roofs, shanties and 
fences were hurled everywhere in the 
air, 
and not a structure in the village came out 
unscathed. 
When tho storm abated a spe- 
cial train was sent from this citv, which 
picked up the planters along the line and 
brought them to New Orleans. 


Ex-Governor Warmouth and Mr. James 
S. Wilkinson, a prominent lawyer of the 
city were among these who returned, and, 
from their reports, the little towii is en- 
tirely obliterated from the face of tho 
•arth. Two cars which were standing on 
a side track, were lifted in the air and 
carried quit« a distance from the line. Two 
deaths are reported, the victims being a 
Mrs. Lafrace and a colored woman, name 
unknown, both of whom were killed by 
flying timbers. 
The tornado has played 
incalculable havoc with the crops. Point a 
U Hache is in the heart of tho orange 
grower's section of the stato and trees 
were nearly all in bearing. 
Bohemia, 
near Point a la Hache, and Prescott also 
suffered greatly, 
AtPrescott several lives 
were lost. 


The damage done in tho city and in tho 
harbor will run considerably over a hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 
The orange crop 
of Plaquemjne is ruined to the extent of 
200,000 to 400,OUO boxes. The loss to this 
crop alone will be $'^50,000. 


PKKSACOLA, Fla.. Ocb. 4.—The most de- 
structive storm that Pensacola Las experi- 
enced In twenty years begun at C o'clock 
Monday morning and raged with increased 
Xury until a hite hour iu the evening. Tho 
nearest approach to this gale was tho 
Btorm of Itìbl. liain fell in torrents, and 
was swept in blinding sheets through the 
streets. No los s of life has been reported, 
but upon every street uprooted 
trees, 
broken fences and roofless buildings tes- 
tify to the storm's force. Two warehouses 
were torn irom their foundations and 
blown into tho bay, while several vosbela 
were blown on the beach. All telegraphic 
communicatioa was cut off until 
last 
night. 


MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 4.—Tho damage done 
by the storm will reach up into the mil- 
lions. In the gardeners' district across the 
river dwelt twenty-three families, 
the 
homes of whom could be seen from any 
eminence in the city. 
Only one of these 
homes can now be seen standing, and as 
no news has as yet been received it is be- 
lieved many of the inhabitants have b«en 
lost.. Three or four hundred head of cat- 
tle have perishi-d. The homo of Stephen 
Walter was swept away and his entire 
family, consisting of himself, his wife 
Christiana, and his niece, Miss Carrie 
Wise, were drowned. 
At Grand Bay four 
churphes were destroyed, while at Scran- 
ton Ave churches suffered a like fate. 
Houses have been scattered, crops ruined 
ftud desoltttjou appears on every hand.

WITEN NOT TO USE EGGS. 


Not in rice pudding, which you do 
not want to have turned into a cus« 
tard. 
Tho genuine rice pudding is 
made rich and creamy by constantly 
stirring into it the top skin of the 
milk, as it forms in the baking pan, as 
soon as it begins to turn yellow^ with 
the heat. 
Continue to stir in this top 
until 
the rico is well softened and 
the ])udding nearly done. 
Then you 
may let the top brown, and you will 
have a perfect pudding when cold—as 
good as ice cream. 
It needs no fla- 
voring except a little 
cinnamon, al- 
though some i^eoplo like to grate lemon 
Ileal into it. 
Eggs are 
not 
needed 
either in a mufiin, Good English muf- 
lins are made of bread dough softened 
to a batter with milk. 
One egg to a 
quart of milk, flour to make a batter 
and a spoonful 
of baking 
powder 
makes perfect English muffins. 
Two 
eggs epoil it and make it quite another 
article.—St. Louis Ileiniblic. 


EIGHT AVAYS OF RREPANINQ CABBAGE, 
The simplest way to prepare cabbage, 
writes Clara S. Everts, in Farm, Field 
ind Fireside, is to make cold-slaw by 
shredding it and adding a little salt, 
pepper and enough shar]) vinegar to 
a-lmost cover it in -which sugar has 
been dissolved in the proportion of a 
lieaping tablespoouful to a cup of vin- 
egar. 
A more elaborate cold-slaw is 
made by using a dressing of half a cup 
Df rich cream, tablespoonful sugar and 
balf cup of vinegar. 
Many prefer 
sour cream to sweet, but it Avill require 
nearly ai5 much again sugar 
if sour 
cream be used instead of sweet. 


Cabbage Salad—Cut 
tho 
cabbago 
fine. Make a dressing by stirring into 
a cup of vinegar a well-beaien egg, ft 
heaping teaspoonful of sugar, small 
lump of butter, salt and pepper. When 
it boils add a scant tablespoonful of 
flour in a third of a cup of milk. Cook 
well and pour over the cabbage. 
Mix 
thoroughly and set aside until cold. 
In winter it will keep iiicely for three 
or four days. 
In hot weather if water 
is used instead of milk it will keep for 
two days. 
Many complain that un- 
cooked cabbage is hard to digest. 
In 
that case it should be finely chopped^ 
thoroughly salted and allowed to stand 
for two or three hours. 
Then if all 
the water arising is carefully squeezed 
out before the dressing is added it will 
be as digestible as the cooked. 


Creamed Cabbage—-Chop, add boil- 
ing water till it shows through tho 
cabbage, but is not quite c5verecl, salt, ^ 
pepper and cover closely. 
Cook till 
tender, stirring now and then. 
Add 
more water if necessary and when done 
add a small lump of butter and half a 
cup of milk in which a tablespoonful 
of flour has been smoothed. 
Cook 
two or three minutes longer and serve 
hot. 


Fried 
Cabbage—Chop 
moderately 
fine and put in a frying pan in whicli 
is a tablespoonful of hot butter and 
one of meat drippings. 
Salt, ^^ei^per 
and cover closely, ^tirring often to 
¡prevent scorching. 
When delicately 
browned add a little water and simmer 
until done.

heads of cabbage that seem hardly fit 
for use may be boiled and prove very 
nice. 
Cut in quarters, remove 
tho 
heart and boil with a meat bone, or 
add to the water enough soup stock to 
give the desired richness. 
It should 
be almost covered with water when be- 
ginning to cook and ought to boil 
from an hour to an hour and a half. 
Serve in side dishes, in which it is ca'i 
ujj and vinegar added to suit the t{iste. 


Baked Cabbage—Take a small firm 
head and with a sharp knife cut out 
the heart, without otherwise cutting 
the cabbage. 
Crumble a 
sufficient 
amount of bread, add salt, pepper and 
butter and moisten with boiling water 
and fill tho cavity with this. 
Place in 
a baking dish with a j^int of well- 
salted boiling water and a good sized 
lump of butter. 
Cover and bake for 
an hour or two. 
Just before serving 
remove the cover and browa a little. 
With the aid of a saucer carefully re- 
move, without brealdng, to a hot dish, 
and to the water in the baking dish 
add a little 
flour 
smoothed in cold 
water and poured around the cabbage; 
or tho bread may be moistened with 
rich soup stock and this used instead 
of water in the baking pan. 
It should 
be thickened and used as a gravy with 
tho cabljage tho same as tho water wan 
used. 
If the flavor of pork is liked it 
is very nice to almost cover tho cab- 
bage with very thin slices of salt pork. 
When tho cover is removed from tho 
pan these will brown nicely. 


Hot Slaw—Chop the cabbage mod- 
erately fine, almost cover with Ijoillng 
water, and cook until tender but not 
**mushy." 
To a cup of vinegar add a. 
heajnng teaspoonful of sugar, a well- 
beaten egg and a tablespoonful of flour 
smoothed in a little cold water. 
Pour 
all slowly into the cooking cabbage, 
stirring constantly. 
Add a small lump 
of butter, stir till melted and servo at 
once.'

that no man covets, has held his o\vn 
nnd increased and multiplied. 


Above all savage^ tribes that I have 
ImoAvn, sava a •writer in the New York 


called for a can of peaches. 
It was 
opened for them and a tin spoon» un- 
washed from its last use, was handed 
to them, 
One spoon is considered 
enough for half a dozen Indians, and 
they use it alternately without 
any 
formalities as to cleansing. 
This par- 
ticular spoon had last been used by a 
Mexican or cowboy on a can of salmon. 
When the senior Navajo placed the lirst 
inouthful of peaches in his mouth ho 
detected the flavor of the fish, and at 
once spat the fruit out. 
With uiçita- 
tion expressed in every lineament lie 
smelled the spoon and then passed it 
to one of his waiting compatriots. The 
latter took a sniff and then threw the 
spoon on the floor with disgust, ox- 
claiming, 
* 'Piscado I 
No bueno, " 
(Fish! 
Bad.) 
The Indians were at a 
murderous ]ioint of anprer, and were 
only conciliated by elaborate 
assur- 
ances that the affair was an accident. 
The unfortunate who had taken 
the 
spoon into his mouth was absolutely 
nauseated. 


Thiiir religion may be dismissed by 
the statement 
that they have none. 
Quite a number of the Navajos were 
taken while very young to the Jesuit 
school at Fort Defiance and to the 
Presbyterian. 
The good Fathers and 
xealous clergymen did their best by 
them, of course. Yet I found, as a 


generally low in stature, 
thick set, 
broad featured and wear their hair in 
long braids. 
The Navajo, lighter in 
color, is taller, wears bis long hair 
loose, and hia features aro of a cleanci 
cut. 
Ho is of the greyhound t y p e - 
lithe, wiry and tough.

Spanish 


Fortro»« Ht Molllla. 
iViAPRlD, Oct. 4.—The Spanlflh authori- 
ties recently decided to add to thoatrcnKth 
of the fortification of Melllla, on the north 
coast of Morocco. The work was begun 
and pushed forward rapidly. 


This increased the Moors, and on Mon- 
day morning a force of more than 6,000 
natives attacked the Spanish garrison— 
400 souls. The Spanish troops had no food, 
but this was a matier of small conse- 
quence to thorn, as they knew that death 
or slavery awaited them should they be 
captured. They fought desperately. 


The white residents of the town organ- 
ized a force and took part In the defenRO. 
They were greatly outnumbered by the 
Moors, however, and were iinnlly com- 
pelled to retire into the fortress located on 
the outskirts of the town, where they are 
still besieged. 


During the battle eiffhteen of the Span- 
iards were killed and thirty-five -wounded, 
including three oiTlcet's. 


The Spanish gunners at one time directed 
their fire upon a mosque, and almost com- 
pletely destroyed it. 
Other buildings in 
the ranfje of their fire were also destroyed. 


Northern Morocco has been greatly ex- 
cited by the news of the attack, and the 
fanaticism of the inhabitants is being 
aroused by Mohammedan demands for re-

The Spanish officers and troops displayed 


the greatest bravery. The town, which la 
one of the Spanish penal settlements, is 
commanded by a citadel, which is built on 
a rock. After the Spanish troops and their 
civilian allies were forced by overwhelm- 
ing numbers to retreat into the citadel 
the Moors attempted to take the place by 
assault. They swarmed up the roadways 
and tried in every way to scale the walls. 
The beleagured men poured volley after 
volley at them, but as the Moors did not 
fight in any regular order, the fire was not 
AS destructive as it would otherwise have 
been. Several sorties were made upon the 
Moors, but each time the defenders wore 
driven back. 


The Moors requested a truce yesterday. 
The request was granted and both sides 
buried their dead. The Moors have sued 
for peace. The Moorish government has 
been cowed completely by Spain's prepara- 
tion for war. It has promised to make any 
reparation and has assured Spain of its 
most earnest efforts to repress the sav- 
agery of the hostile tribes. Most of the 
tribes are reported to have promised to 
abstain from all further hostilities against 
the Melilla garrison, but there is little 
confidence that they will keep their Word.

N aeconnfc of liow live stook is 
Rliipped, say from Denver, 
Col,, to Loudon, is very in- 
teresting, it heinp: fnll of in- 
cident and sometimes hardships. 


Tho whole country for hundreds of 
miles about Denver is a great cattle- 
raising district. There are to be found 
the great ranches which have become 
noted all over the world and which 
employ many cowboys to guard and 
round up cattle, ranging in number 
from 10,000 to 100,000 head. 


The fall is the "rounding-np" eea- 
Kon, and bands of cowboys start out on 
what is known as the cattle trails and 
are gone sometimes for several wooks 
together before returning with their 
respective droves that have wandered 
perhaps hundreds of miles from the 
ranches o^f their 
owners. 
Wlien 
brought in they are shipped to Chi- 
cago, thence to Buffalo, New York, 
Baltimore, Boston and Philadelidiia, 
the four latter cities being the ports 
from which they are put on board 
steamers for England and the conti- 
nent of Europe. 


When cattle are being carried over 
railroads they are watered and fed at 
the end of every division, which aver- 
ages about 100 miles. 
The law re- 
quires that the railroad companies 
shall provide stock yards at division 
points to enable ship^Ders to release 
their stock whilst feeding, but this re- 
quirement is not always lived up to by 
the railroads. 


The interesting part of the voyage 
comes when the cattle are being jiut on 
board ships for sea, to be there con- 
fined for from fourteen to twenty-five 
days. 
A tender comes alongside of 
the steamer with several hundred head, 
a gangplank is put down and they are 
sent on board in batches of ten and 
twenty at a time, to enable the men to 
handle them with ease. 
Four steers 
are put in a pen together. 
The pens 
line both sides of i,he big ocean steamer 
and another row is in the center, the 
same arangement being iDrovided be- 
tween decks. 


When all the stock is on board, the 
cattlemen iDroceed with what is known 
as 
"roijing." 
They find the ugly 
steers with their heads in all direc- 
tions, 
wild and vicious. 
The men 
work in grou})s of three. 
One gets on 
the backs of the cattle to rope them, 
the second makes them fast to 
the 
head board, and the third prepares the 
nooses for the 
first. 
To turn cattle 
around the twisting of the tail is re- 
sorted to, and many cattle have their 
tails broken by this means, it being 
considered 
by the men to be very 
painful. 


During ''roping" the ship is putting 
to sea, and when the work is done the 
cattle are fed with hay. 
The men 
then go below to find tho place they 
arc to sleep and eat in for the trip 
over, and the ethics that guide them 
in settling diiliculties is the rule tliat 
'*might makes right." 
The biggest 
fellow, if he can iight better than the 
rest, -takes what ho considers the best 
bunk. 


At daybreak next morning all hands 
are called on deck to water and feed 
stock. 
The men are divided into two 
gangs of threes and fours, and these 
gangs take charge of a given number 
of cattle until they are landed on the 
other side. 
About thirty feet apart 
on the deck are great hogsheads of 
water. 
This is taken out in buckets 
and handed along the alleys to the 
thirsty steers. 
After watering, bales 
of hay are opened and given in abund- 
ance. 
The alleyways are tJien swept 
up and breakfast is ready 
for 
the 
men. 


For breakfast the cattle liave hay 
and 
water, and the cattlemen have 
black coffee, butter biscuits and Irish 
stew. 
They soon finish the meal and 
begin to pump water and get up hay 
and corn for the following day. 
The

All American cattle n\ust bo 
])ut to the knife within fourteen days 
after 
landing, according to British 
laAV, 
Canadian cattle are alloM-ed to 
be sold as stock and kept as long a-^ 
thoir owners desire.

It might b© mentionod here that all 
the great pasaouiier steamers from nil 
the ports on tho eastern 
American 
coast have great refrigerators that hold 
from four to ten thousand qunrti']'.^ of 
beef, and it only takes the labor o»" 
three or four men to attend to
